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2 USSR: Brezhnev came off best in the per- 

sonnel changes approved on Monday by the party 
Central Committee. Two of his cronies, Shelepin 
and Demichev, were elevated to the Presidium. 
Koslov, an old antagonist, was expelled from 
the ruling body. 

Kosygin does not appear to have improved 
his position, and the dual leadership charade 
acted out since Khrushchev's going may be 
about over. 

Podgorny, however, also strengthened his 
position, and remains the leading rival to 
Brezhnev within the party. One of his proteges, 
Shelest, also made the Presidium yesterday. 
Podgorny played a leading role at the meeting.

Meo tribesmen who keep a watch on Route 
7 report that large numbers of trucks con- 
tinue to make the trip to the Plaine des 
Jarres from North Vietnam. Last Saturday 
the tribesmen spotted a 120-truck convoy, 
the largest since the present Communist re- 
supply activity got going in late September.
